If  you  think  that  a  library  is  all 
that  is  In  the  Library  building,  you 
Just  don’t  know.  There’s  an  art 
gallery,  a  wood  working  shop,  and  a 
picture  framing  and  mounting  outfit, 
nil  in  the  basement  of  the  building. 

Pictures,  one  hundred  and  fifty  of 
them,  landscapes,  portraits,  old 
masters,  and  seascapes,  surrealist  to 
traditional,  large  and  small,  have 
been  bought  by  tho  College.  These 
pictures  will  bo  given  a  public  show¬ 
ing,  after  which  students  may  choose 
pictures  to  place  in  their  rooms  for 
one  or  two  quarters.  When  the 
students  have  made  their  choices,  the 
collection  will  be  opened  to  the 
faculty  and  the  remaining  pictures 
will  be  used  in  the  library  and  Ad¬ 
ministration  buildings. 

Librarian  Selects  Pictures. 

Paxton  P.  Price,  librarian,  spent 
many  hours  selecting  the  pictures 
after  consulting  the  student  body 
and  faculty  regarding  their  prefer¬ 
ences  in  art,  reading  books  on  the 
subject,  and  corresponding  with  an 
artist  in  New  York,  Mr.  Edward  Lnn- 
don.  Then  various  companies  were 
considered  in  order  to  obtain  the 
best  reproductions. 

Assisted  by  John  Parham  and 
Emerson.  Matthews,  Mr.  Price  has 


begun  to  mount  the  pictures  per- 
niantly  on  fibre  boards  which  have 
been  cut  to  tho  proper  size  and 
roughened.  The  pictures  are  glued 
to  the  boards  with  especially  mixed 
glue.  Some  of  the  pictures  have  to  be 
sized  before  mounting.  A  protective 
layer  of  lacquer  is  sprayed  over  the 
pictures  and,  In  some  instances,  a 
coat  of  Johnson’s  wax  is  used.  The 
lacquer  was  chosen  after  the  pos- 
siblity  of  discoloring  or  marring  the 
pictures  was  eliminated. 

Frames  Blond  With  Plotures. 

Frames  for  the  pictures  are  being 
made  In  tho  library  from  “drip  cap," 
a  lumber  product  used  over  doors  and 
winds.  The  wood  is  cut  the  proper 
size  and  grooved  on  the  back  to  hold 
the  pictures.  The  frames  are  varied 
in  style.  Each  frame  Is  painted  to 
blend  with  the  picture  •  It  encloses. 
Hangin*  wire  and  picture  mold 
hangers  will  be  furnished  with  each 
picture. 

All  of  this  work  was  preceded  by 
Intensive  research  on  the  part  of  Mr. 
Price,  to  learn  the  best  methods  of 
mounting.  He  consulted  experts  on 
framing  and  mounting  pictures,  lie 
read  books  on  the  subject., he  made 
trips  to  Kansas  city  to  obtain  mater-

They  are  on  their  own, 
with  occasional  aids  from  their  supervising  .  in¬ 
structor.  They  find  that  teaching  can  be  enjoy¬ 
able  if  they  apply  themselves.  The  variety  of  ex¬ 
periences  met  proves  also  to  be  a  factor  that  en¬ 
hances  their  desire  to  continue  in  the  profession 
that  they  have  ‘devoted,  or  rather  given,  four 
years  of  their  lives. 

The  question  is:  "Why  did  they  find  out  so 
late  in  their  college  life? 

Tq  any  question  an  answer  is  naturally  de¬ 
sired.  An  answer  necessitates  an  unearthing  of 
the  reason  behind  success  or  failure. 

In  this  case  the  unearthing  discloses  a  com¬ 
bination  of  student  indecision  and  lack  of  pres¬ 
sing.  People  are  horn  to  he  taught.  Most,  a  great 
majority,  of  members  of  our  civilization  will  not 
sfeek  on  their  own  their  future  life.  They  have  to 
tibjproddcd,  guided,  constantly  watched  to  enable 
ifitjm  to  find  their  channel  in  life.  The  early 
Abidance  comes  from  home.  The  teacher  plays 
the  next  part.  In  the  vicious  circle  we  then  see 
ourselves  doing  not  our  best  to  enable  our  own 

children  to  seek  their  future.

i  |?  If  we  are  going  to  teach,  that  decision  should 
lib  made  early  in  our  college  life.  With  the  return 
tb: liormalcy  in  teacher  training  institutions  and 
fiilly  trained  personnel  in  our  schools  throughout 
the  nations  a  great  step  will  be  made.  Then  the 
ftdttiinistrations  will  be  able  jo  devote  more  of 
tlioir  time  to  better  preparation  of  potential  toach- 
fefs.  Teacher  shortage  pressure  and  the  carry¬ 
ing  need  for  more  men  and  women  in  the  field  will 
hot  be  a  burden  of  theirs.  Already  steps  are  well 
bit  tile  way  to  increase  the  experiences  of  train- 
bbs,.to  provide  better  internships  for  them,  and 
td  promote  in  their  minds  a  sounder  appreciation 
of:  their  profession. 

However,  regardless  of  the  guidance  re- 
chiyed  from  outside,  you  cannot  sit  back  com¬ 
placently  and  wait  for  someone  to  lead  you  to 
Podunk  High  and  a  classroom. 

IMake  your  decision  early  either  to  or  not  to 
teach. 

.  Don’t  wait  until  you  find  that  you  have  a  con- 
fhict  before  you,  which  you  realize  you  have  been 
waiting  four  years  to  sign  but  tjidn’t  know  it. 

:  And  then  after  you  have  made  your  decision, 
CUtfy  your  head  high.  If  you  are  a  doctor  you  are 
proud,  if  n  lawyer  you  are  proud,  if  a  hanker  you 
are  proud.

Each  school  was  represented  by 
a  three  man  team.  The  team  from 
Norborne  placed  first  with  a  total 
score  of  2384  out  of  a  possible  2700. 
Teams  from  Carrollton,  and  Lib¬ 
erty  placed  second  and  third,  re¬ 
spectively,  with  King  City's  team\ 
winning  fourth  place.  These  four 
teams  are  eligible  for  the  state 
judging  contests  April  22,  23  and  24 
at  Columbia. 

Smith  of  Carrollton  took  indi¬ 
vidual  high  point  honors  with  an 
821  score  out  of  a  possible  900. 
Miller  of  Skidmore  and  Miller  of 
Liberty  tied  for  second  place  with 
a  913  score. 

R,  T.  Wright,  chairman  of  the 
agriculture  department,  and  F.  B. 
Houghton,  member  of  the  agricul¬ 
ture  department,  were  in  charge  of 
the  contests.  They  were  assisted 
by  several  of  the  agriculture  maj¬ 
ors  in  the  College.  » 

Approximately  150  contestants 
and  30  instructors  were  on  the 
campus  during  the  contests.

Teacher  Internship 
Is  Subject  of  Study 

Dr.  Clifford  Bishop  Writes 
Article  for  Education 
Magazine. 

"The  Purposes  of  Tencher  Intern¬ 
ship'’  is  t,hc  subject  of  nn  article  by 
Dr.  Clifford  L.  Bishop  in  a  recent 
issue  of  Education  Administration 
and  Supervision.  The  study  Is  based 
on  Dr.  Bishop's  dissertation,  "Parti¬ 
cipation  of  Colleges  and  Universities 
in  Programs  of  Internship—  Teach¬ 
ing.” 

Significant  data  concerning  pur¬ 
poses  of  teacher  internship  were  ob¬ 
tained  from  a  jury  of  specialists  in 
teacher  education,  a  group  of  school 
supervisors,  and  representatives  of 
fifty-nine  cooperating  colleges  and 
universities.  Carefully  evaluating 
the  data  from  these  three  groups, 
Dr..  Bishop  has  the  following  to  say: 
Theoretical  Purposes  of  Program 

The  theoretical  purposes  of  a 
program  of  internship  for  teachers 
ns  outlined  by  the  combined  groups 
composed  of  the  members  of  the 
jury  specialists  in  teacher  educa¬ 
tion  and  the  group  of  school  sup¬ 
ervisors  according  to  their  mean 
ratings  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  afford  the  prospective 
teacher  a  professional  experience 
that  could  not  be  obtained  other¬ 
wise. 

2.  To  secure  integration  of 
theory  and  practice  in  the  profes¬ 
sional  education  of  teachers. 

3.  To  acquire  an  understanding 
of  children. 

4.  To  insure  that  the  beginning 
teacher  receives  his  first  year’s  ex¬ 
perience  in  a  school  situation  con¬ 
ducive  to  professional  growth. 

5.  To  provide  a  scheme  of 
teacher  induction  in  which  there 
is  adequate  and  aompetent  super¬ 
vision  at  the  time  of  induction. 

G.  To  provide  a  better  means 
whereby  the  intern  may  learn 
techniques  of  conducting  a  class 
by  experiencing  the  best  methods. 

7.  To  develop  a  great  confi¬ 
dence  in  the  art  of  classroom  man¬ 
agement. 

8.  To  help  young  teachers  cor¬ 
rect  many  errors  in  teaching  be¬ 
fore  they  become  habits. 

9.  To  test  the  young  teacher’s 
ability  to  integrate  theory  and 
practice  when  confronted  by  a 
real-life  situation. 

10.  To  develop  in  the  intprn  a 
greater  ability  to  apply  a  sound 
philosophy  of  education. 

11.  To  provide  a  try-out  period 
in  which  it  can  be  determined 
whether  the  beginning  teacher 
possesses  the  qualifications  re¬ 
quired  of  a  good  teacher. 

12.  To  meet  the  needs  for  more 
thorough  and  extended  work  in 
supervised  teaching  otherwise  im¬ 
possible. 

13.  To  provide  a  rapid  develop¬ 
ment  in  use  and  understanding  of 
good  methods  of  teaching. 

14.  To  permit  a  gradual  induc¬ 
tion  and  orientation  into  the  work 
of  teaching. 

15.  To  broaden  the  outlook  and 
sharpen  the  ideas  of  prosuective 
teachers. 

1G.  To  meet  the  need  for  more 
thorough  and  extended  work  in 
supervised  teaching  otherwise  im¬ 
possible. 

Purposes  of  Existing  Programs 

The  most  important  purposes  of 
existing  programs  of  internship  as 
given  by  the  representatives  of  the 
fifty-nine  cooperating  colleges  and 
universities  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  assist  prospective  teachers 
jn  gaining  independence  and  abil¬ 
ity  as  teachers  in  a  natural  and 
normal  school  situation  under 
competent  supervision. 

2.  To  provide  a  gradual  induc¬ 
tion  into  teaching  through  the 
practical  development  of  skills,  un¬ 
derstandings,  and  processes  es¬ 
sential  to  success  in  teaching. 

3.  To  give  the  prospective 
teacher  a  concept  of  the  school 
functioning  as  an  agent  of  society 
in  its  particular  community  setting 
and  to  give  the  prospective  teacher 
a  feeling  that  he  is  a  functioning 
citizen  thereof. 

4.  To  provide  the  intern  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  study,  take  part  in 
and  get  the  feeling  of  all  activi¬ 
ties  and  phases  of  teaching. 

5.  To  integrate  all  preceding 
work  in  theory,  subject-matter, 
and  participation  with  actual  prac¬ 
tice. 

6.  To  acquaint  prospective 
teachers  with  children  and  how 
they  develop  physically,  socially, 
emotionally  and  intellectually. 

Internship,  then,  should  provide 
for  the  professional  development 
of  the  young  teacher  through  a 
close  integration  of  theory  ancl 
practice.  It  should  help  provide  a 
better  understanding  of  children  as 
well,  as  better  means  of  confidently 
helping  them  toward  their  goals  of 
learning  and  life.  It  should  supply 
the  need  for  better  induction  of 
the  teacher  into  teaching  while 
under  careful  supervision.  The 
young  teacher  should,  through  In¬ 
ternship,  do*’elop  a  greater  ability 
to  apply  a  sound  philosophy  of  ed¬ 
ucation  which  would  broaden  the 
outlook  and  sharpen  the  Ideas  of 
the  prospective  teacher.  These  are 
the  main  purposes  of  internship- 
purposes  that  can  not  be  carried 
out  so  well  by  any  other  means  of 
directed  teaching  according  to  the 
views  epressed  by  the  respondents 
in  this  investigation.

However, 
the  'Cats  fell  down  in  the  distance 
even's  and  the  host  school  walked 
off  the  cinder  paths  with  69 ‘b  points 
to  Maryville’s  68 b  and  Tarkio’s  34. 
Big  Alvin  Wormsley  of  the  local 
thin  clads  was  high  point  man  with 
12  counters.

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For  the  first  time  this  year  fans 
caught  a  glimpse  of  the  Northwest 
Missouri  State  Teachers  College 
track  team.

The  meet  was  Initiated  by  the 
running  of  the  mile.

2:05.4. 

Dick  Schoneman  of  Maryville 
leaped  six  feet  to  top  all  opposition 
in  the  high  jump. 

Horton  of  Kirksville  monopolized 
the  hurdles  as  the  lanky  blond 
sped  over  the  timber  to  snatch  first 
place  in  both  events.  Gntes  and 
Allen  were  the  only  Bearcats  to 
show. 

A]  Wormsley  showed  little  of  his 
old  form  in  the  weights  but  man¬ 
aged  to  win  second  in  the  discus. 
The  top  weight  man  for  Maryville 
threw  the  shot  put  45’  3'/,”  -to  place 
first  later  in  the  meet. 

Neil  of  Maryville  proved  to  be 
the  top  man  in  the  sprints  by  win¬ 
ning  the  100  and  220  yard  dashes. 
Neil  also  ran  the  anchor  leg  of  the 
880  yard  relay  team.  Pat  Zuchow¬ 
ski  placed  second  in  both  the  100 
and  220  yard  dashes. 

As  the  meet  was  coming  ito  a  j 
conclusion  the  score  was  64-62, 
Maryville.  There  were  two  relays 
left  on  the  slate  and  Maryville  had 
to  conquer  the  Kirksville  boys  in  at 
least  one  -to  win  'the  meet.  The 
Bearcats  did  better  than  this,  how¬ 
ever.  and  turned  in  a  winning  time 
in  both  relays,  emerging  victorious 
by  the  score  of  74-62.
